importance of better homes the 
need for a background of under- 
standing at the outset becomes ap- 
parent. If costly and discouraging i 
mistakes are to be avoided, some! 
knowledge of the intimate relation 
between the artistic and the practi-! 
cal in furnishing and decoration, of 
the principles of harmony and de- 
sign and the manner in which they 
are carried out must be acquired. 
Furnishing and decorating a home 
so that.it will be at once comfort- 
able, artistic and livable is an un- 
dertaking of no little consequence. 
It requires good sense, taste and at 
least a recognition of the principles 
by which the master craftsmen of 
furniture have worked. 


In the evolution of the better 


American home, the home-maker 
will not go far in her study of her 
plan before she begins to realize the 
part which the so-called "peroids" 
has played in making the home a 
place of a higher significance than 
a mere roof over the head.' Without 
going into an exhaustive study of 
the subject, she will soon come to 
understand that the different histor- 
ical periods with which styles of 
furniture are associated have a re- 
lation to one another which bears vi- 
tally on the well-balanced and har- 
monious whole of the successful 
home as it is understood today. 


Jacobean the First Influence. 
Going back historically the Jaco- 


bean is the earliest period whose di- 
rect influence is felt to any great ex- 
tent ha the furniture of today. It 
was a period of English furniture 
which extended roughly from 1603 
to 1688, embracing the time from 
the accession of the Stuart family to 
the-reign of the Dutch rulers, Wil- 
liam and Mary. The name is de- 
rived from Jacobus, the Latin for 
James, the "first of the Stuart line 
on the English throne. The king 
and his court and the nobility had 
an important influence on the de- 
signing and making of furniture. 
They were the patrons of the fine 
arts. The designer ."who received the 
royal favor had means and oppor- 
tunity for the perfection of his 
work on the artistic side without 
the hampering of commercial con- 
siderations. 


Articles of English furniture had 


been few in number and simple and 


. solid in construction. It was not 
easy to get away from this influence 
In the direction of lighter, more 
graceful forms. Then, too, this pe- 
riod embraced the time of Cromwell 
with its Puritanical reaction against 
the ornamental. Still there followed 
a tendency later in the Jacobean 
period toward forms of more grace 
and beauty. It ^ as a time of con- 
flicting influences in history and it 
is not to be wondered at that wide 
variations exist in the styles which 
are grouped under the names Jaco- 
bean. 


As might be expected, the furni- 
ture of that time was solid, thick 
and heavy—sometimes even clumsy. 
The practical, hardy life of the peo- 
ple was reflected in simple forms, 
which were for the greater part 
rectangular. 
Mechanical construc- 


tion was strong and good. Oak was 
the wood most employed in the early ' 
Jacobean period and oak does not J 
lend itself readily to other than sim-; 
p'.e forms. Cabinets were in general 
use and their broad surfaces were 
ornamented freely with heavy carv- 
ing. Later in the period, in the time 
of Charles II, spiral twists and scroll 
treatments appeared on members of 
the pieces of furniture, as well as 
carving on the broad surfaces. 


A distinctive article of the Jaco- 


bean period was the chair. The 
early type was a chair of wood 
throughout with a flat, rectangular 
seat and straight hack having but 
little rake. Evidently ease -was not 
much considered. 
Straight lines 


and right angles prevailed. 


After 
the 
Restoration, when 


Charles II came to the English 
throne, forms began to deviate from 
the straight and the rectangular. 
Twists from France and scrolls 
from the Flemish appeared. Arched 
front stretchers and high narrow 
backs were motifs seen in chairs. 
The gateleg table is a form which 
has come clown to us from this time 
almost unchanged. Sideboards, de- 
veloped from the cabinets or cup- 
boards of that day, had their begin- 
ning. Jacobean furniture seems to 
have been particularly adaptable to 
the dining room and more of its mo- 
tifs ore ri=ed in the 'lining room to- 
flay than in any other form of use. 
The settee is another article of fur- 
niture favored" for Jacobean repro- 
duction. Successions of square nnd 
round forms on the legs of chairs. 
spiral twists, ball feet, arched hacks 
and carved stretchers are character- 
istics of the Jacobean style, which 
are used and may be recognized to- 
day. l^t^Tci^y t?1'? ^HV -ctvle had 
little Immediate influence on~Ameri- 
can furniture. 
The few settlers in 


America at this time were too busy 
fighting Indians and cutting down 
forests to pay much attention to the 
refinements of home.

od. Political conditions were becom- 
ing more settled" and the English 
had more time to turn their atten- 
tion to the refinements of living, 
With the new rulers came a follo\v- 
ing of the Dutch nobility who had 
no-' intention of adopting foreign 
manners. 
New varieties of furni- 
ture were introduced. Among them 
were the highboy and the lowboy, 
which were in their origin but a 
chest set on legs. The straight lines 
and angles of the Jacobean period 
began to give way to curves and 
softer contours. A variety of cahi- 
nets, cupboards and desks appeared. 


Comfort began to be considered as 


a factor of design. Furniture be- 
came more inviting and hospitable. 
With the adoption of curves and 
gentler outlines of design, the heavy 
can-ing of the Jacobean period dis- 
appeared, the furniture of the time 
depending for its beauty more on 
line than on outward decoration. 
This appeared in arches or semi-cir- 
cles rising from horizontal rails. 


j acteristics. To use fi homely expres- 
j sion, in the Queen Acne period 
j chairs became bow-legged. Carved 
I feit. lattice backs and ornamental 
| stretchers are distinctive features. 
The backs of chairs began to be 
curved to conform to the form of 


j the occupant. During this period 
' mahogany as a material for furni- 
ture came into general use. The na- 
ture of mahosrany explains to some 
extent the adoption of shaped mem- 
bers of furniture, as it adapted it- 
self to working so much more read- 
ily than oak or walnut. It is con- 
temporary with the coming of more 
settled conditions in the American 
colonies, extending from 1702 to 
1750. 


Enter the Chippendale. 


Flourishing during the time of the 


kings George II and Ge»rge III was 
a style, more than a period, known 
as the Chippendale, which exerted 
a lasting influence on English and 
American furniture building. Thom- 
as Chippendale was a good crafts- 


for advertising his work. His chair i 
models took their name usually from j 
the shape of the back. The ladder j 
back, for example, took its namej 
from the horizontal rails, more or 
less decorated, 
which extended 


across the back. The riband or rib- 
bon-back Chippendale had a carved 
splat consisting of loops and bows of 
ribbon. Then there are fret backs, in 
which the lattice or fretwork occu- 
pied, either the whole or part of the 
space between the uprights of the 
back. His top rails were either 
square, arched, or serpentine. His up- 
holstered tops had arched tops and 
again concave shoulders with flat, 
straight center rail. The rear up- 
rights veered outward as well as 
backward. His 
chair seats were 


either square or narrowing toward 
the back. On his French and Eng- 
lish models, the cabriole leg and 
club, scroll, claw an<l ball foot ap- 
peared.

Single and double hoods appeared 
on chair backs and on hiehboys and 
lowboys.

Queen Anne Period. 


Following the William and Mary

About this time mahogany began to 
be imported into England in great 
quantities and its popularity for 
furniture grew apace. Chippendale 
favored it on account of its greater 
flexibility to curved forms, 
Chip- 


pendale's models are classed into 
tho English. French, Chinese and 
Gothic modes. His English models 
appear to he outgrowths of the 
William and Mary and the early 
Gcorcian periods. Chippendale fell 


victim to the sensuous charm of 


the Louis XV fashion then prevail- 
ing in France. His use of rococeo 
decoratirins perhaps was carried too 
nr. rinppondale took Chinese mo- 
tifs, introduced by Chambers, an 
architect, and incorporated them 
into his furniture designs. 
These 


consist in the main of lattices in 
chair backs, of the pagoda in carved 
fret motifs and frets in chair legs 
and table aprons. 


Chippendale Is best known for Ms 


chair designs, of which he originat- 
ed a number of distinctive types. 
Chnirs following the various types 
mentioned came from his hand. His 
chairs were graceful and well pro- 
portioned and the item of personal 
comfort was well provided for. It 
Is said there is hardly a model of 
his making which did not Include as 
a motif the form of the letter C. Ri- 
vals even suggested that it was used 


beds. The Chinese fretwork or lat- 
tice motif was employed not only in 
chair backs, but by sawing out thin 
strips of wood and applying them 
to other members of his designs. 
The brackets under seat rails are a 
familiar example. Chippendale de- 
signs were applied to sofas and 
cabinets and in less degree to bed- 
room furniture. 


Heppctwhite, Adam and Sheraton. 
During the last quarter of the 


Eighteenth century the three Styles 
of furniture manufacture known as 
Heppelwhite, Adam and Sheraton 
flourished in England side by side. 
Chippendale's long and fruitful ca- 
reer was drawing to a close as 
Adam and Heppelwhite came upon 
the scene. 
The Sheraton school 


came somewhat later. Both Heppel- 
white and Sheraton were first fur- 
niture designers, while the Adam 
brothers were architects and never 
built a piece of furniture. Adam pa- 
trons often asked the brothers to 
design furniture, and in so doing 
they established a design of furni- 
ture which has taken their name. 


Heppelwhite carried on the idea 


of light and graceful furniture 
which had become firmly estab- 
lished before him. English house- 
holds had become urgent in their de- 
mands for elegance in furniture. 
Heppelwhite Is said to have been 
influenced by the classic elegance of 
the Louis Seize school of France. 
Tor the sake of associating the Hep- 
pelwhite vogue with a date In 
American history, it was about the 
time of the revolution in the colo- 
nies.

2»4 per cent more than the cost of 
wood joists, wood floors end wood 
lath. In some instances buildings 
can be made fireproof in this man- 
ner without extra cost provided the 
architect and the builder under- 
stand how to use the modern re- 
inforced concrete construction. A 
loor made of colored marbles nnd 
Portland cement, ground smooth 
ind polished, is not only fireproof, 
but very sanitary, easy to clean, 
easy to repair, and will last for 
vears without any expense for up- 
teep.

A rhythmic harmony of 


lines was their characteristic. His 
chairs are pronounced the finest 
specimens of his handiwork. He de- 
parted from the cabriole leg used 
for so many yean and returned to 
the straight leg, sometimes square, 
sometimes

with the French splayed, or outward 
curved foot. The delicacy and grace 
of his chairs accord with the mod- 
ern Idea of grace and his models 
have been favorites in homes of r»> 
finement..

SAVING LINOLEUM 


The housewife who treads witty

Parts of the pattern 
are wearing away, the color may be 
changing or the surface is spotting, 
somewhat depending upon the fre- 
quency with which it is scrubbed.

anything — to preserve the linoleum? 


According to the Institute «f 


Paint and Varnish research 
of 


Washington, which has recently re- 
ported on a series of tests the en- 
tire difficulty may be overcome by 
the use of varnish. Either a high- 
grade interior varnish or an all- 
purpose varnish should be used. A 
smooth, glossy finish is obtained by 
the application of two coats, allow- 
ing two days for drying between 
coats. 


Linoleums thus treated were 


rubbed at 30 different times with 
various soaps . and abrasive soap 
powders. .Each .sample was entire- 
ly unaffected, and the conclusion Is 
inevitable that proper varnishing of 
linoleums should by no means be 
neglected. The varnish should bs 
applied immediately after the lino- 
leum la laid unless It Is first desired 
to have It stretch to Its permanent 
form on the floor.

cant hare enormously increased 
the demands upon the oil industry 
orer those of earlier days, when 
the production of lllumlnants was 
its chief interest Today the aa- 
Ties of the world are vitally de- 
, pendent upon petroleum. The as- 
surance of uninterrupted and ade- 
quate supplies Is a matter of the 
utmost concern, and thus all the 
resources-of diplomacy are brought 
Into play 4n the effort of nations to 
consolidate their position with re- 
spect to this element so!essential 
to their protection. 


How readily the petroleumJleldJi 


become the subject of International 
controversy has been shows by 
the 
difficulties encountered by 


American oil Interests In Mexico 
and by the British in Mesopotamia. 
The existence of oil in any country 
seems to create situations which 
occasion differences between the 
nations. 


The Open Door Policy 


Thus an interesting case in point 


Is found In the Dutch East Indies, 
those wonderful islands whose 
abounding riches in rubber, sugar, 
tea, spices and tin an supplement- 
ed by oil deposits of an extent still 
unknown but undoubtedly large. 
Two years ago the United States 
intimated to the Dutch Govern- 
ment, through the Ministry at The 
Hague, that there had been dis- 
crimination, against American in- 
terests in the granting of oil con- 
cessions in the DJambl District in 
Sumatra, and this Incident directed 
attention to these rich oil resources 
ot the Netherlands Island colony. 
The. Dutch Government baa strong- 
ly disclaimed any discrimination 
and has affirmed that the "open 
door" policy is flrmly established 
as far as the oil resources of the 
Islands are concerned. 


The Netherlands East Indies 


Mine Act, now established as law. 
provides for the granting of per- 
mits for drilling or of concessions 
to citizens of the Netherlands, rest- 
dents of the Netherlands or the 
Netherlands Bast Indies, corpora- 
tions established in the Nether- 
lands or the Netherlands Bast In- 
dies, the majority of whose manag- 
ing or directing boards must be 
citizens ot the Netherlands or resi- 
dents ot the Netherlands Indies. 


That tar the total oil production 


of Insullnde is aot large, being less 
than tare* per cent of the annual 
world production. How much this 
may be Increased! can be disclosed 
only as prospecting is developed 
over a country rendered difficult by 
the dense jungle growth which 
now covers the promising oil areas. 
There is also a total absence of 
surface indications to guide the 
prospector, and in most cases It is 
necessary to sink a large number 
of trial wells of considerable depth 
to allow reliable measurements of 
the underlying strata being made. 
Climatic and other local conditions 
also test the Investigating geolo- 
gists and make the work very try- 
Ing. 
Nevertheless It is known that 


large reservoirs of petroleum do 
exist in addition to the centers al- 
ready producing oil, and it is but a 
question of time when these hid- 
den resources will he disclosed to 
add further to the great natural 
wealflTbf the Netherlands East In- 
dies. 
Development OH Industry In Dutch 


East Indies 
' 


The present fields actually pro- 


ducing oil are in Sumatra, Java 
and in Borneo, with its adjacent 
island of Tarakan. The Royal 
Dutch Company for the Working 
ot Oil WeUf was the pioneer In pe- 
troleum operations through its pur- 
chase in 1890 of a concession in 
the .Sultanate ot Langkat on the 
northeast .coast ot Sumatra. In 
fact, the petroleum Industry in the 
isluids is largely a history of this 
company, which began its opera- 
tions with the modest capital ot 
only 1,300,000 guilders. A rennery 
was built at' Paagkaian Brandan 


on the Babalan River, and a pipe 
line of six miles to the oil fields 


constructed. In 1893 about 


400,000 cases of kerosene were 
shipped and in 1898 5,500,000 cases, 
followed by a heavy falling off In 
output This led to further drill- 
ing, and after a period of unsuc- 
cessful borings wells sunk in the 
Perlak District became productive 
and were connected with the re- 
finery by 100 miles of pipe lines. 
The total output of the Langkat 
and Perlak areas in 1920 was 194,- 
412 metric tons. 


Another important Snmatran pro- 


ducing area is the residency of Pa- 
lembang. in the southern part of 
the Island, where the Moeara Enim 
Company and the Sumatra Palem- 
bang Company were organized In 
1897. 
Both these companies came 


under the control of the Royal 
Dutch Company after a few years. 
The production of the Palembang 
District in 1920 was 238.127 metric 
tons. For the entire island of Su- 
matra the total production of the 
Royal Dutch Company In 1921 was 
564,717 metric tons. 


In Java the oil industry was es- 


tablished in 1887 by the Dordtsche 
Petroleum MaatschappIJ, a compa- 
ny which gradually acquired con- 
trol of the moat important fields of 
this Island, built refineries and car- 
ried on active development until 
1911, when It was absorbed by the 
Bataria Oil Company,* incorporated 
at Tht Hague in 1907 as a result of 
the amalgamation of the Interests 
ot the Royal Dutch and the Shell 
Transport and Trading Company. 
The production of the Java fields 
In 1921 was 244,655 metric tons.

Most productive of all the oil areas 
of the Netherlands East Indies is 
the island of Borneo, with the ad-, 
joining small Island of Tarakan, 
where 615 per cent of the output 
of-the colony is secured. As in 
Sumatra and Java, the Royal 
Dutch has taken over the pioneer 


companies In the field, and its to- 
tal production from Dutch Borneo 
in 1921 was 1.437.186 metric tons 
of oil out ot a total production by 
this company in all the islands in 
1921 ot 2,293,538 metric tons. Oth- 
er small islands in the archipelago 
—Amboina and Ceram, in the Mo- 


48,980 metri* 
luccas—produced 
tons in 192L 
Quality of Dutch East Indies Otis 
The quality ot the oils found la 


the Netherlands East Indies is un- 
usually varied. The Sumatra and, 
especially the Borneo crudes are 
noted for the large percentage of 
aromatic hydrocarbons. Nearly an 
the Sumatra oils are very rich la 
light products and contain little or 
no parafflne. Borneo crudes vary 
greatly in composition, even in the— 
same fields. At Sanga-Sanga at 
different 
depths occurs heavy 


crude, containing no benzine, kero- 
sene or parafflne, and lighter oil 
with 15 per cent ot benzine. 46 per 
cent ot kerosene and from S to 11 
per cent of parafflne. 


In general, the Java oils yield 


very little benzine, some do not 
even contain kerosene", while oth- 
ers have a strong base of parafflne. 


By the end ot 1918 the Dutch 


East Indies Government had grant- 
ed sixty concessions tor the ax- t 
ploltation of petroleum in the Is* ' 
lands. The development which has 
taken place has been largely 
through, the aid ot American ma- 
chinery, and American engineers. 
ma*y of whom are still the direct* 
ing force In the operating fields. 


While American capital has thus 


far been only tentatively Interested 
in the petroleum fields ot these 
Dutch Islands, it Is evident from 
what has already been accom- 
plished that attractive opportuni- 
ties are presented there, and it can 
scarcely he doubted that these will 
In due time receive attention from 
American enterprise.

The Financial Chronicle, the ablest financial jour-

ALBANY. N. Y., June 2»—Rbs>{ 


•r W. Babson WM today asked what 
U tb« trettest factor with which 
th* bmnker, manufacturer, and mer- 
chant must reckon during the next 
20 year*. 
He as once answered, 
"antomoblles." His complete state- 
ment is as follows: 


"We all marvel at the creat 


growtu of the automobile industry, 
the capital invested, the'men em- 
ployed, and the auxiliary lines 
which have developed on account 
of automobiles. Some of us try to 
figure what this capital and these 
men would be doing today if it 
w«r* not for automobiles—how 
many more homes there would be 
-—how much more railroad mileage 
«tc. Very few. howerer. hare rea- 
lized that automobiles are entirely 
chancing the fundamental charac- 
ter of our children and this in turn 
may revolutionize many industries. 


"When we were children a ten 
mile drive was a considerable trip. 
A hundred and .fifty miles was a 
great Journey for which we would 
prepare for -weeks. 
Many of us 
never traveled that far until we 
were crown up. 
Today, however, 


the situation is very 
different. 


Young children will go a hundred 
and fifty miles for a Sunday drive. 
Ottr young people use automobiles 
to go to the store, and to go to 
church' It has become a necessity. 
We are raisins a generation wSich 
will -actually work and play on 
wheels. 


"Thta cannot help but greatly de- 
/velop certain industries and harm 
others. At present the automobile 
l8_greatly helping the building in- 


dustry because of the millions of 
people moving from th« cities to 
the suburbs and country. 
After, 


however, this exodus has be«n com- 
pleted, the building industry will 
fall flat. Why?—because instead 
of a young married couple now sav- 
ing for a little home—they save for 
a car—or rather they buy a car on 
credit. 
Lens money will be spent 


upon clothing than otherwise would 
and a different kind of clothing will 
be in demand. New diseases will 
develop and a change la diet will 
be necessary. 
A generation 
on 
wheels must eat much more fruit 
and fresh vegetables than a genera- 
tion which walks. 


"Every business man 
should 


study this problem and ask himself 
how his business will be effected 
when a generation lives which alt 
most never walks. The road build- 
ers will greatly benefit; but the 
shoe dealers must suffer. 
With a 


given population, less is produced 
by a generation on wheels than by 
a former generation which did not 
know the automobiles. If less is 
produced, there will be less to dl- 


i vide. 
This means that many peo- 


j pie must go without other things 


if they insist on having automo- 
biles, and iny guess is that they 
will so Insist. 


"I believe in the permanence of 


the automobile industry—altho, of 
course, many small manufacturers 
will be crowded out and 1924 may 
see an over-production of cars. The 
industry as a whole, however, is 
stable and is here to stay. 
The 


difficulty is coming when the nrtn 
who now buys on credit, and as- 


kit employer to p*7 the 


Moet Indus- 
tries will stand such an assessment

The fact 
that the Babsoochart stands at 
above aoratal compared with 17% 
below a year ago is due largely to 
the automobile industry. 
When 


one considers that duriag the first 
six months of 1923 moat states will 
show as many new registrations as 
during all of 1922—it is remark- 
able that business has not boomed 
more. 
The only answer is that 


people have bought automobiles in- 
stead of buying something else— 
that is. the sales of other things 
have fallen off correspondingly. 
The Law of Action and Reaction is 
absolute. Now what will be the re- 
action of a new generation which 
knows not the joy of walking?"

THE LIMITATIONS OF SIZE 


Careful Judgment In Furnishing 


Will Mate* Attractive and Livable 


Dwelling Place Though Space 


May Be Limited. 


Although to own one's home is 


9»e ideal of every one, we yet have 
irlth us the cities. Cities ever mean 
wnfestton of population and when 
in acre of ground must form the 
aomo site for scores of families, the 
apartment building is the only solu- 
tion. They can't be Ignored by fur- 
niture designers, for a great propor- 
tion of our city residents live in 
•them, and as long as there are city 
Uewlyweds, new furniture will be 
acquired to put into a "three rooms 
and bath" home. Thus the range 
of apartment furniture has become 
much greater within the last few 
years. 


The chief objection to an apart- 


ment as a home Is that it rarely has 
s homelike atmosphere. The home- 
maker has made tbe mistake of try- 
ing to furnish the apartment like a 
bouse, and it can't be done, success- 
fully. Two girls of totally different 
types cannot wear clothes of similar 
design and each look her best, yet 
each can dress to suit her particu- 
lar type and be a beauty in her own 
fashion. This applies to houses and 
ipartments. 


Rugs, furniture and draperies 


must be assembled with a thought 
of their harmonious relation and 
the space they will occupy. Often- 
times massive furniture is crowded 
Into cramped quarters until it gives 
the Impression of having been 
bought for a more pretentious es- 
tablishment,, and later brought to 
"reduced circumstances." 


Subdued Tone* for Walls. 


' The first consideration must be 
the walls. Whether painted, pa- 
pered or plastered, they should be 
kept subdued in tone. Large con- 
spicuous patterns In the paper, or 
irarm colors, red, yellow or orange, 
have a tendency to bring the walls 
close, while cool grays and tans are 
receding colors, which give an im- 
pression of greater space. A small 
apartment with French doors or 
wide doorways may have the walls 
in the different rooms treated alike, 
which gives a further impression of 
space, or two of the rooms may 
give a hormonions contrast, with 
the bedroom papered with a. narrow 
vertical stripe. 


When selecting the furnishings 


for the apartment, the home-maker 
should begin with the living roora. 
tt this room properly reflects the 
home atmosphere, the rest of the 
ipartment can take care of itself, 
ft is hot necessary that the furni- 
ture be of a specific style or period, 
sr even 'matched, but the chairs 
Ihould all be comfortable, and each 
Diece in the room in key with the 
>thers and with the walls, rugs and 
hangings. 


Room Influence* Color Scheme. 
The first consideration in choos- 


ing the color scheme should be to 
letermine whether the room is 
•light" or "dark." Nine chances to 
me are that it is dark. Thus fore- 
inned with the knowledge that she! 
must overcome the limitations of" 
larkness and limited space, the 
home-maker has a good foundation 
to work from. The furniture should 
bot be too heavy and cumbersome.

Many prospective home builders 
desire more than a home for them- 
selves; they also want to make an 
investment that will bring them a 
steady, even though it is a small in- 
come. That is why the two-flat build- 
ing has been and is, a most popular 
type of building, especially in the 
larger cities. The same foundation 
walls and the same roof support and 
cover two homes, the only added cost 
being the extra walls and the in- 
terior finish of the second apart- 
ment. 
Those who have made a 


study of home building will realize 
tliat an apartment building is in 
reality two or more bungalows, one 
placed on top of the other, usually 
with identical floor plans. 
The 


owner lives in one of the apart- 
ments and rents the other; the same 
heating plant provides for both. 


A typical building of this charac- 


ter is shown In the illustration, 
while with the exterior view is a 
typical floor plan. This building is 
of brick construction, with the ex- 
terior walls covered with a face 
brick veneer. It is set on a con- 
crete foundation and has a full base- 
ment for the accommodation of the 
heating plant and the laundry needs 


of two families. The building Is 30 
feet wide and 4T feet deep. Each 
apartment contains five good rooms, 
bath and sunparlor, while a con- 
cealed bed in the living room pro- 
vides an extra bedroom In case it 
is needed. As the floor plan shows. 
the living, room is large, 20 feet, 6 
Inches, by 13 feet, with the sunpar- 
lor, 9 by 16 feet, 6 inches con- 
nected with it by double French 
doors. The dining room is connect- 
ed with the living room by a short 
hall. This room is 14 by 15 feet, 
6 inches, with a kitchen, 10 by 11 
feet, 6 inches in the immediate rear. 
A short hall that opens off the 
dining room has a bedroom at either 
end, each room being 10 by 12 feet 
The bathroom is between the bed- 
rooms and convenient to the dining 
room. An unusual amount of closet 
space is. shown on the plans. 


Comparatively, the extra cost ol 


a two-flat building over a brick bun- 
galow of similar size is not great. 
At the same time it provides the 
owner of the building with a source 
of monthly income, thus cutting the

Unless your home Is to te built 


under the contract system under 
the direction of a home-building 
company, it is always advisable to 
have your lot paid for. This is a 
tangible evidence of good faith on 
your part that cannot fail making 
a good impression. 


In addition to having the lot, a

For instance, if your house is to 


cost $6,500, you will be able to get 
a first mortgage of at least $3,500. 
With a first payment of §1,500, then 
the second mortgage need only be 
arranged for 81,500. The same pro- 
cedure would be in order, whether 
the cost of the house was more or 
less. 


A state bank will nearly always 


take a first-class mortgage, but 
usually the second mortgage must 
be offered to other institutions or 
individuals. Contractors are often 
willing to take the second mortgage 
in part payment of their services.

In addition to this, such 
sums as you would naturally save 
during the, year, can be added to 
the payments, except the amount 
required to pay the interest on your 
deferred payments, and such "nec- 
essary items as fuel, light, tares, 
insurance and "upkeep. 


It Is advisable that your home 


cost no more than the total sums 
you are prepared to pay over a 
period of ten or fifteen years. Even 
though that is only §40 per month 
— for instance — over a period of 
ten years it wUl amount to S4,SOO. 


Briefly, there are three methods 


of home financing. One is paying 
on contract, another is borrowing 
on first and second mortgages, and 
the third is by membership in a 
building and loan association. 


If you have a clear title to the 


lot, and are able to make a cash 


for stock, payable in weekly or 
monthly installments of 25 cents or 
more per share. The number of 
sbares you contract for depends, of 
course, upon how large a loan. Ion 
desire. 


When your payments are equal 


to from 20 to So per cent of the 
amount you need to build your 
home, you will obtain the loan by 
assigning your stock to the associa- 
tion, in addition to giving a first 
mortgage on both the house and 
lot to the association. The mort- 
gage is only for the amount be- 
tween the total cost and the money 
yon have paid in.

After this has been arranged, all 


you need do is to keep on "paying 
into the association the regular 
monthly installments, plus the in- 
terest on the mortgage. This stock 
continues to pay dividends, and 
when the dividends and the earn- 
ings equal the par value of the 
stock, you transfer the shares to 
the association, and in turn you re- 
ceive title to the property.
